Last 
May, following tragic scenes in 
the comm unity, th irty masked 
and arm ed men, w earing moth- 
ei hubbard dresses and mounted 
on good horses, rode at headlong 
speed up to the Pony S ta rr home 
r? 
outskirts of the town of 
Porum , and commenced to fire 
on S ta rr and Davis, who were 
sitting on the porch. This mob 
had organized at the home of 
a m em ber of tile anti-D avis fac­ 
tion for the express purpose of 
I getting ’ S ta rr and Davis. But 
they did not get them . Instead, 
three m em bers of the mob were 
killed outright by the superior 
m arksm anship of S ta rr and Da­ 
vis and h alf a dozen more wound 
ed and carried* from the scene 
by their com panions of the mob, 
who fled headlong. It w as at this 
fight th at the 
w ife 
of 
Pony 
S ta rr proved herself a heroine. 
She loaded 
w inchesters 
while 
her husband 
and 
Davis 
shot 
them . She got eight bullet holes 
through her dress, 
but not 
a 
scratch of a wound. D uring the 
fight she ran from the house to 
the barn amid a rain of bullets 
saddled tw o horses and led them 
out, and on these S ta rr and Da­ 
vis subsequently escaped. W hile 
she was getting the horses she

The state board of equaliza­ 
tion, declared Judge Cotteral, 
clearly 
derived 
no authority 
from the act of April 17, 1908, 
to consider the expenses of the 
state government for the year 
ending June 30, 1909, or to fix 
the rate of taxation 
upon the 
basis of such expenses.

ing in the 1908 act refers to 
taxes for the fiscal year ending 
in 1909. Perhaps the drafters

It was pleaded by attorneys 
for the state in these cases that 
the old 
Oklahoma 
Territorial
